Mr. J. Whyatt, Crown Counsel, said 
that Lee Yuen, a duck breeder re- 
siding at Sha Kok, Tung Koon Vil- 
age, was taking a cargo of ducks 
to Hong Kong on December 6 in 
two boats. At about 9 p.m. on 
December 7, when near Ping Chau ° 
a& boat about 20 yards away fired 
three shots at complainant’s boat.

The aveatent volume of trade i in Hong Kone’ 8 his- 
tory, measured in dollars, was recorded in 
1938, the total exceeding that. of 1937, itself a 


record, by $45,000,000. 


Exports totalled $511, 902, 277, an increase over 1937 
of $44,579,556, while imports totalled $618,168,- 
937, an increase of $1,104,970 over 1937. 

The adverse trade balance, $149, 741,246 in 1937, had 
decreased to $106,226,660 last year. 


China’s share was a record, des- 
pite or because of the Sino-Ja- 
panese hostilities. Imports from 
China totalled $233,264,347 com- 
pared with $211, 321,185 in the 
previous year. 

Exports to China amounted to 
$230,727,469, an increase of $40,- 
326,483 over 1937. 

Exports to. Canton were largely 
responsible for this increase, the 
monthly figures averaging $10,000,- 
000 until December, when the 
figures dropped sharply owing to 
the Japanese occupation of South 
China. 

SOUTH. CHINA TRADE 

Imports from South China (Can- 
ton, Hoihow, Kongmoon, Wuchow, 
Kiungchow and Yunnan) fell from 
$12,411,089 in December, 1937, to 
$5,308, 836 in the last month of 
1938; while exposts to South China 
decreased from $14,409,998 in De- 
cember, 1937, to $3,510,888 last 
month. The figures for South China 
are the. lowest since the Chinese 
boycott. 

Despite this loss. of trade, and a 
decline recorded in the preceding 
month, trade with South China 
during the whole of 1938 was high- 
er than 1937 by $6,045,979, exports 
in 1938 totalling $139,643,818 and 
imports totalling $105,569,145. 

_. BULLION MOVEMENTS 
’ Although the Colony’s total trade 
during 1938 showed an adverse ba- 
lance of $106,266,660 an excess of 
exports over imports of bullion 
and treasure, if added, gives ac- 
tually a favourable trade balance 
of $72,255,778. 

Bullion and ~ treasure exported 
to 
the United States and Great Bri- 
tain, totalled $188,123,656, while im- 
ports, principally from China, to- 
talled $9.601,218. 

Since January 1, 1937 Hong Kong 
has exported bullion and treasure 
valued at the total of $583,350,180, 

while in the same period jmports 
have totalled only $396,050,173. 

Most of the bullion and. treasure 
has comprised gold and silver bars 
handled, it is believed, on behalf of 
the Chinese Government. Practical- 
ly all has gone to. either London or

with a wig; the picture of a good- looking girl; and a conjurer. 

’ The B.B.C., so far, have identified only one of the figures—that 
of Joan Miller, twenty-three-year-old switchboard operator.of the 
“Picture Page” programme, who thus makes history as being the 
first girl to be televised across the Atlantic. 

The event is as historic as Marconi’s first faint radio signal 
from Poldhu, Cornwall, to St. Johns, Newfoundland, on December 
12, 1901. 

B.B.C. engineers at first beNeved that television’s maximum 
efficient range was twenty-five miles. Then reports of successful 
reception crept in from places as far away as Peterborough, Norwich 
and Poole.
